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Foreword

When a baby is born, a mystery becomes a reality, but reality also 
opens up mysteries, some totally unforeseen. And so it is for any 
baby born with a clear M or F stamped on their birth certificate. 
Already, before the baby is born, eager observers query, “Girl or 
boy, do you know yet?” And before that baby even exits the birth 
canal, a pile of baby presents might pile up in the baby’s new room— 
little pink dresses for girls, little miniature motorcycle jackets for 
boys. If the letter on that birth certificate is M, we imagine a future 
of roughhousing, Little League games, darts, or bows-and-arrows. 
If the letter is F, we envision tea parties, ballet lessons, and baby dolls 
and dollhouses. These gender-binary images have been imbued in 
our own growth from birth to maturity. 

Such fantasies can be expected in a culture that has clearly 
divided scripts for boys and for girls. But not all fantasies come 
true; fantasies of our children’s gender may well not. We think their 
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gender is carved in stone as soon as the doctor, nurse, or midwife 
announces to the parents of the newborn, “You have a beautiful 
baby girl” or “You have a handsome baby boy.” But until that 
wonderful little baby grows a little (or a lot) and comes to tell us 
who they are, we can never be so sure about either the gender they 
know themselves to be or how they prefer to “do” their gender. You 
may havea son who begs for ballet lessons, a daughter who demands 
acceptance on the local Little League team, a son who says he’s 
actually your daughter, or a daughter who says she’s actually your 
son. Time will tell. And if you're fast-forwarding to their adult 
years, forget about wedding cakes with a miniature bride and 
groom on top. Who your child grows up to love will be a mystery 
yet to unfold—maybe the cake will have two grooms, or two 
brides. Again, time will tell. 

In My Son Wears Heels, Julie Tarney is not going to take us ona 
sentimental journey but rather an incredible gender journey. She 
will teach us what it’s like to discover that gender is not written in 
stone and that you could have a son who loves high-heeled shoes— 
a lot. She doesn’t do it through lessons and lectures, but through a 
moving and poignant account of her life as a mother raising a 
fabulous, gender creative child. 

Little boy, what is your gender? How are you going to “do” your 
gender? Julie’s son, Harry, takes Julie on a challenging and some- 
times difficult ride as she tries to answer these questions to and 
about her little boy who plays with girls, loves dress-up, never 
wants to be the father but always the mother in “Lets play house.” 
So if Harry likes to dress up in dresses, is he gay? Could he be 
trans? Could he be confused? Could he just be Harry? 
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My Son Wears Heels is going to give you answers to these 
questions, by allowing us to peer into Julie Tarney’s life as a loving 
mother to her exquisite son, Harry. A long time ago, I grew up to 
bea feminist of the 1960s. Looking back on that time, we all thought 
we were kicking up some dust, and we were happy for it. We had no 
idea we had started a landslide, earthshaking tremors that would 
set in motion, with the aid of our allies in the LGBTQI movement, 
a new era in which homosexuality would be deleted as a mental 
disorder in the Diagnostic Statistical Manual (1973), gay marriage 
would be legalized in the United States (2015), and reparative 
therapy to try to “fix” the gender or sexual identity of minors would 
be banned in several states in the United States and a province in 
Canada. Many of us are mesmerized by the seemingly sudden 
breakdown of the gender binary—one box for boys and one box 
for girls, and never the twain shall meet. When even Target stores 
dispense with gender categories in their toy departments (which 
they announced in the summer of 2015), we are definitely in a whole 
new world. As the twenty-first century rolls on, we are bearing 
witness to an explosion in the acknowledgment, understanding, 
and celebration of people of all genders and sexualities. Gender used 
to be bedrock, and now weve converted it into moving boulders. 
Marriage used to be the sole providence of a man and a woman, 
and I should add as a man and a woman who started out that way. 
Now we recognize marriage as the loving union between two people 
of any gender and any sexual identity. It is in this terrain that Julie 
Tarney birthed her book, My Son Wears Heels: One Moms Journey 
from Clueless to Kickass. How can we make sense of her remarkable 
journey with her son, Harry? 
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Some Reading Guidelines 


I’ve been working as a psychologist and gender specialist for many 
years now. I’m also the mom of two grown children, both of whom 
loved tutus—one my daughter, the other my son. As they grew up I 
discovered that one is straight, the other gay. With that said, from 
my vantage point as both a professional and a mother, I want to 
offer you some reading guidelines as you embark on Julie Tarney’s 
wonderful excursion in My Son Wears Heels. Pm going to share 
with you what I’ve put together as a roadmap for adults in following 
children’s journeys as they consolidate their gender selves and 
their sexual being. 

A three-year-old boy shows up in a princess costume. A 
common response (if you're lucky): “How cute. Do you think he’s 
gay?” Herein lies our first reading guideline: Sexual identity (gay, 
straight, queer, pansexual, and so forth) is a completely separate 
developmental track from gender identity and expression. In adult 
parlance, if this helps—sexual identity is who you go to bed with; 
gender identity is who you go to bed as. The three-year-old boy 
wearing a princess dress may indeed grow up to be gay, as many 
gender-nonconforming children do. But that three-year-old might 
also be one of our transgender children, eager to let us know that 
he is not the gender we think he is. Or he may just be a child who 
likes to break gender boundaries, without changing the sex marked 
on his birth certificate and with no reflection at all on his future 
sexual identity. All we know is that we have a three-year-old child 
who loves to dress up in lace and frills. Where this will go only he 
knows, as long as no one tries to stop him. So, first guideline: think 
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of gender and sexuality as if they were two separate sets of railroad 
tracks, running parallel to each other but sometimes crisscrossing, 
as when “protogay” children explore and transcend the culturally 
defined margins of gender on their way to discovering their sexual 
identities. 

In our developmental theories, we posit that children will be 
aware of their gender long before they are aware of their sexuality. 
So let’s stay in early childhood for now, when children are learning 
about, exploring, and discovering gender—their own and others’ 
around them—but not yet formulating their sexual identities. 
They do not do this in a vacuum, but in the context of the world 
they were born into—with a certain set of parents and siblings, ina 
certain town or city, in a certain country, with a particular set of 
values attached. To explain how this unfolds, let me introduce you 
to my personal construction: the gender web. Once a child is born, 
every single baby will have a job ahead of them—to weave together 
their own gender web. The gender web is a four-dimensional struc- 
ture. If we imagine it in space, the gender web will be constructed 
from three major categories of threads—nature, nurture, and cul- 
ture. Nature is what we are born with and what is in our bodies—our 
chromosomes, our hormones, our brains, our minds, our organs. 
Nurture is the people who raise us—our parents, our extended 
families, our childcare providers, our teachers. Culture is the social 
context in which all that nurturing occurs—our religions, our 
values, our ethics, our laws, our beliefs. 

Like fingerprints, no two children’s gender webs will be alike. 
Each child will weave their own unique gender web. That's true for 
you and me as well, as adults. But unlike fingerprints, which will 
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remain exactly the same from the day you are born to the day 
you die, our gender webs can change over the course of our lives, 
engaging the fourth dimension: time. Just as Rome wasn‘ built in a 
day, so it is with the gender web. It takes time to put together and it 
is not indelible. The gender web we spun at age three may look 
very different from the one were working on at age twenty-five, or 
forty, or sixty. So spinning a gender web is a lifelong process that 
can evolve over time. And it takes a lot of creativity, which is what 
made me coin the term “gender creativity.’ By definition, gender 
creativity is the process of weaving together your own unique 
gender web, pulling together over time all those different threads 
that are part of the other three dimensions—nature, nurture, and 
culture. Some children will weave together a gender web that looks 
very “regular” or conforming, just like we expect a boy or girl to 
look, by cultural standards. Other children will draw far outside 
the lines, ignoring the boundaries set by the culture around them 
on how to “do” gender. These will be our most gender creative 
children, and you will be introduced to one as you learn about 
Harry through Julie's eyes. 

Which brings me to the question of parents. Where do parents 
fit into the gender web? The gender web is the child’s own special 
creation. If parents step in to put their own stamp on it, they will 
only leave their child all tangled up in knots about their gender. 
That mess happens every time a parent says to a little boy who 
loves his sisters baby doll, “Honey, that doll’s not for you because 
you're a boy and boys don't play with dolls” It happens every time 
a little boy comes to his mother and says, “Mommy, I’m not a boy. 
Everybody's got it wrong, I’m actually a girl,” and the mother says, 
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“Honey, it’s you who has it wrong. You're a boy because you have a 
penis, and girls can't have penises. So let's just drop that silly notion.” 
If, instead of stepping in, parents step back and create a safe and 
loving space for their child to spin their own unique gender web, 
the child feels expansive, accepted, and delighted in the web they 
have put together. That celebratory moment happens every time a 
mother says to her son, “Of course you can have a baby doll. Your 
friend Alex was just confused when he teased you that dolls are 
only for girls. Dolls are for people, and youre a person, aren't you?” 
It happens every time a mother says to her son, “Oh, my. Tell me 
more about getting it wrong. I know we thought you were a boy, 
but maybe we were mistaken. Does your inside tell you that you're 
a girl?” From my perspective, being gender creative is what we 
want for our children. And this is where parents come in. It takes a 
gender creative parent to raise a gender creative child. It takes a 
gender-rejecting parent to crush a child’s gender zest. So here we 
see the second dimension in play: nurture. 

And of course, we can't forget about the world beyond the 
parent—the cultural threads of the gender web, the third dimen- 
sion. Not everybody embraces the gender creative child. Not every- 
body looks kindly on the gender creative parent. So to negotiate a 
world that may not always be friendly to gender-nonconforming 
or gay or queer people, children and parents alike will have to learn 
how to build their gender resilience, defined as the ability to stand 
up with pride in the child’s gender creativity, regardless of what 
anyone else thinks. I’m thinking of an eight-year-old boy who 
wore his pink sparkly butterfly shirt to school. An older fifth- 
grader came up to him, wrinkled up his nose, and belted out, “You 
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cant wear a pink shirt. Only girls wear pink!” And our little eight- 
year-old responded, quite calmly, “Well, Tm a boy. And I’m wearing 
a pink shirt. So I guess boys can wear pink.” That's gender resilience. 
And now I’m thinking of a mother who accompanied her child, 
Danny, to the first day of school after Danny transitioned from 
being a boy to being a girl over the summer, choosing to wear a 
dress and fancy shoes for this special day. A classmate came running 
over and screeched to a halt, staring at Danny and then grilling the 
mom: “Wait a second, I thought Danny was a boy? And the mom 
stepped right up and explained, “Yeah, so did we. But then we 
discovered we were wrong. We learned Danny’s a girl” That’s 
gender resilience, executed by a mom on behalf of her child. And I 
should add that once the issue was clarified, this little classmate 
was delighted to discover her new girlfriend, as the two skipped off 
together to the playground. These are not isolated stories. I am 
witnessing such heartfelt and profound gender resilience every day, 
as I am fortunate to get to know so many gender creative children 
and their families. It is this very gender resilience that we will 
witness passing back and forth between Julie and Harry, mother 
and son, as Julie unfolds her story of raising her son who wears 
high heels in a world that does not always look so kindly on that.

I invite you to use any and all of these features as your GPS as you 
join Julie Tarney on her parental journey from clueless to kickass. 
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From Blame the Parent to Thank the Mom 


As you read through the chapters of My Son Wears Heels, always 
keep in mind the lines from Kahlil Gibran’s poem The Prophet: 
“Your children are not your children... They come through you 
but not from you.” Translated to our topic, the vast majority of 
parents who have a child who defies the gender norms of the culture 
from an early age will tell you something like, “My child just came 
to me that way. I swear, I did nothing to encourage it. As a matter 
of fact, I have three other children, and they’re all boys’ boys or 
girls’ girls. It’s just this little one that’s breaking all the gender rules. 
I don't know where she comes from.” When it comes to children’s 
gender, my profession, in the field of psychology/mental health, 
has traditionally paid little heed to the words of Gibran’s poem, 
seeing children not as coming through but being molded by their 
parents. In short, collectively we have been guilty of blaming 
parents, particularly mothers, if their son wears heels. A boy likes 
“girly” things. Mom made it happen by being too involved with 
her son, keeping him too close to her bosom. Mom didn’t stop it, 
maybe even encouraged it, leaving her child gender disordered 
and sure to grow up gay—and this is not seen as a good thing but 
as a thing that could surely be “fixed” through reparative therapy 
for the child and mental health treatment for the mom. Result: Tra- 
ditionally, mothers of gender creative children were totally silenced. 
No mother would ever come forward to tell her story, unless she 
wanted to be skewered publicly and morally condemned. In that 
historical light, My Son Wears Heels is both transgressive and 
transcendent. Transgressive, because it defies my profession’s mis- 


guided tropes on children, gender, sexual identity, and parenting. 
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Transcendent, because like Black Power, Women’s Liberation, Gay 
Pride, and Rainbow Pride, mothers of gender creative children can 
now come forward and share their joys, their struggles, their 
commitment, and their love for their sons who wear heels, their 
daughters who have buzz cuts, their children who tell them they are 
not the gender everyone thinks they are, their sons and daughters 
who declare their sexual identities as gay, lesbian, or queer. As Julie 
Tarney allows us into the innermost sanctuary of her relationship 
with Harry, she knows all too well that our gender creative children 
not only go through us, they teach us as they go. 


Dreaming 


Let’s go back to, “When a baby is born.” As parents, we start 
dreaming about our children before we ever meet them. Before 
they're born, we can’t yet meet them in our waking lives. So we 
bring them to life at night or when we nap—in our dreams. We 
close our eyes and let our unconscious draw portraits and create 
animations. And those dreams don’t stop when our children finally 
enter our lives as real little people. But now they are waking dreams. 
Most babies don’t mind this. As they grow, children like to know 
that they’re important and special enough to enter their parents’ 
dream lives. To a point. Things turn south when parents’ dreams 
dominate children’s realities. It is the parent who always dreamed 
their child would be a piano virtuoso, maybe because they them- 
selves never got a chance. So they send their child to piano lessons 
and organize scheduled practices every day. The only problem is 
that their child is dreaming something very different—maybe they 


want to be an astronaut or a football player or a fashion designer, 
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not a pianist. To have a good go of it, that child needs to claim their 
own dreams, and the parents need to put theirs to rest. So it is with 
a child and their gender, and later their sexuality. Both are their 
own possessions, no one else’s. Their dreams for themselves may 
be totally opposite to the ones their parents have been having for 
them. Maybe they will be boys who wear heels or girls who love 
girls, dreaming of the life that will unfold from there. 

There is one simple rule to remember when our children come 
to us in all their gender creativity. These are not our dreams, but 
theirs. Parents’ work is to come to a place where they can embrace 
all their children’s dreams, even when they don't match their own. 
When it comes to children’s gender, I have a saying: “It is not for us 
to tell, but for the children to say? Our job is to listen, and to stop 
our own dreams from clouding our vision, thereby losing sight of 
what our children are trying to show us. 

So one three-year-old boy sleeps in his princess dress every 
night, he loves it so much. He dreams wearing it. He dreams of 
himself wearing it. In that moment, we don’t know if that little boy 
will be grow up to be gay (which is the stereotypical fallback when 
we observe a boy who likes to do “girl” things). We don’t know if he 
will discover that he is transgender. We don't know if he'll just be a 
gender expansive, gender creative person all his life. What we do 
know right then is that happiness comes with getting to wear his 
princess dress, and that he is telling something very important about 
himself, all the while bucking the socially inscribed expectations, 
prescriptions, and proscriptions that dictate how boys should be 
and girls should be, if he is even aware of them. At that moment we 
can't know where the path will lead. Only the child can dream it. 
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Our job is to let the child take the lead and see where it ends up. As 
adults, we can put up roadblocks or we can strew rose petals and 
love as we walk alongside our children on their gender paths. 

The task of relinquishing our gender dreams and instead 
honoring the children’s is not always an easy one, and may come 
with inside contortions and outside snags along the way. Some 
relationships even fall apart in the process, especially when two 
parents can't see eye to eye about their child’s gender or sexuality. To 
buttress ourselves during the process, we can just keep repeating 


this mantra: These are not our dreams, they are our child’s dreams. 


Compass in Hand, You’re Ready for the Journey 


If I am your roadmap, then Julie Tarney is your compass, guiding 
your path, starting on the very first page of the book, when two- 
year-old Harry questions Julie, “Momma... How do you know I’m 
a boy?” And they are off and running in a wonderful mother-son 
duo, with us following behind. I won't give away the punch line, 
but suffice it to say that you are headed for a wonderful treat as 
Julie Tarney invites us to come along on her journey from birth to 
maturity with Harry, as she moves as a parent from “clueless to 
kickass,” never leaving her son’s side for a moment as he carves his 
path with her support. As you read, you will also witness a little 
boy growing up weaving his own gender web as he goes, in the 
most creative of ways, affirming both his gender self and his sexual 
identity. Harry doesn't just wear heels, he challenges us to rethink 
all of our stereotypes of boy, girl, man, woman, who they are, and 
who they love. And all the while, Julie Tarney provides the voice- 
over of what it is like to be the mother on the journey. 
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When I was a child, I loved to watch Hit Parade (I divulge my 
age here). Every week I waited for them to sing, “When I was just a 
little girl / I asked my mother, “What will I be? / Will I be pretty, 
will I be rich?’ / Here’s what she said to me, / ‘Que sera, sera. / 
Whatever will be, will be. / The future’s not ours to see. / Que sera, 
sera.” And then Doris Day was singing it every day on the radio. 
“Will I be pretty?” was a trope offered to any girl growing up in 
America, still is. But if I were to change the words to fit the changing 
terrain of twenty-first-century life with our moving boulders of 
gender, children may be asking their mothers, and fathers as well, 
“Will I be female?” “Will I be male?” “Will I be straight?” “Will I be 
gay?” and their mothers, and fathers, will croon, with love, accept- 
ance, and anticipation, “Que sera, sera. / Whatever will be, will be” 
And I can hear Julie Tarney as the lead singer.

How Do You Know 
I’m a Boy? 


H? whooshed past me, sputtering his own version of air- 

borne sound effects. He jumped into the slew of stuffed 
toy animals that lined his bottom bunk bed and rolled up onto his 
knees. I watched him pat first his left shoulder, then the right, 
making sure the Velcro tabs of his red cape were still attached to 
the top of his size 2T Superman pajamas. He sat up and put his 
barefoot soles together on the sea of bright-colored Mickey Mouse 
heads that patterned his quilt. 

I sat in the middle of Harry’s bedroom carpet in a laundry- 
folding reverie. Aside from the whir of air blowing through the AC 
vent in the ceiling, the house was quiet. His tie-dyed t-shirts and 
bandana shorts made by a friend at work were still warm from the 
dryer. I breathed in laundry freshness mingled with the scent of 
watermelon kids shampoo and felt comforted by the hominess of 
this before-bedtime solitude. After an intense all-day client meeting, 


I was ready to kick back and relax during some welcome alone time. 
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Harry watched me, and his right thumb and forefinger played 
with what he called the “flippy piece” edge of his “lamby,’ a lamb- 
skin-wool baby blanket. He was waiting for something. 

“Momma?” he finally said, tentatively. 

“Yes, Harry?” 

“How do you know I'm a boy?” 

I looked up. What brought that on? Why wasn’t he asking me 
what book we were going to read? Then I remembered that the son 
of a friend was two when he wanted to know why girls had two 
butts, so I figured this was an age-appropriate question. I decided 
to stick to the basics. 

“Well, honey,’ I said, clearing my throat. “Boys have a penis and 
girls have a vagina. You have a penis.” 

Harry tilted his head of downy blond curls and I recognized his 
pose—he was processing the information. A few days earlier he 
and his neighborhood posse of Billy, Allison, and Travis had spent 
an afternoon running naked through the backyard sprinkler, so I 
thought maybe he was verifying my answer with a playback of that 
outdoor scene. 

But as I stacked the last of his brightly colored socks in spectrum 
order, I noticed Harry’s expression shift to a “Hmm? Then, holding 
his feet, he rocked back and squinted. I could tell he was sorting 
through ideas. I wondered what it was about my answer that was 
making him think this hard. Maybe he wanted to say something 
and was trying to figure out how to say it. I decided to probe a little. 

“That was an interesting question, Harry. What made you think 
of it?” 


“Well, inside my head I’m a girl” 
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“Oh,” I responded, with an air of upbeat acknowledgment. Now 
I was the one processing. He was so matter-of-fact, so self-assured 
in his reply. 

Harry’s blue eyes were staring straight at me and it seemed as if 
the eyes of all his stuffed animals were fixed on me, too. Stalling for 
time, I slowly rolled up my small frame and smiled. In the few 
seconds it took to go from seated and stunned to upright and up- 
tight, my brain speed-scanned every “How to Talk to Your Child 
About .. article I kept stashed in a folder at work. As the marketing 
agency for OshKosh B’Gosh, we subscribed to every parenting 
magazine, so I began clipping articles for future reference as soon 
as I knew I was pregnant. But I couldn't recall anything that would 
help me in this moment. My head was throbbing and I wasn't sure 
I was breathing. I wanted to be Glinda, the Good Witch of the 
North, who would have just the right answer. 

“Well, it’s a good thing you know that about yourself, Harry.” 

He rocked back and flashed a wide, baby-toothed grin. I could 
hear the game show host of Family Feud praising me with an enthu- 
siastic “Good answer!” 

God Bless America. 

After story time with Frog and Toad, a few verses of my made-up 
Little Kitty lullaby, goodnight kisses, and lights out, I left Harry’s 
door open a crack and stood motionless outside his room. My 
thoughts were back in Speed Racer mode. I recapped the scene. 
“Inside my head I’m a girl” I knew what it meant, but what did it 
mean? 

Maybe Harry was trying to tell me he was a girl in a boy’s body. 
Or possibly he was giving me the heads-up he was gay without 
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even knowing the concept. Then I wondered if that’s what famous 
transsexual Christine Jorgensen told her mother when she was 
two years old. It was 1992, and she was my only reference for 
someone who'd undergone a sex-change operation. I didn’t know 
much about people who identified as a gender different from the 
one assigned to them at birth and I figured most people knew even 
less. Rock Hudson's death from AIDS was the prevailing image of 
homosexuality; being gay was a stigma and a pandemic. I wasn't 
sure what any of this meant for me or for Harry. 

I walked straight to the shelves in the guest bedroom and 
scanned our small collection of parenting books, all bought two 
years earlier after a blue plus sign appeared on my at-home pee 
test. My forefinger brushed over the spines of the retired volumes 
of What to Expect When You're Expecting and What to Expect the 
First Year. Where was What to Expect When Your Two- Year-Old 
Comes Out to You? 

I settled on Dr. Spock’ Baby and Child Care. It was a fifth edition 
paperback of the only parenting book my mother considered an 
essential reference for new moms. “It’s like the Bible,” she insisted 
in fourth grade when my teacher was going on maternity leave and 
I wanted to buy her a present. Even though my mother was dead, I 
heard her peremptory voice saying I'd be sorry if I were pregnant 
and didn't have Spock's book. While I'd rebelled against her advice 
even into adulthood and didn’t want to be anything like her, I 
figured Dr. Spock was a known expert and maybe had some 
insight. 

I tucked my wavy chestnut hair behind my ears, searched the 


index for “sexuality,” and found an entry for “homosexuality.” 
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“See!” I heard my mother say. The memory of her dictatorial tone 
was sharp enough to pick the lock on a fear I'd hoped to bury after 
her death: The possibility that I could become like her. I surely didn’t 
want to read about any of the theories that controlling mothers 
were the cause of homosexuality in boys. I hesitated turning to 
the page; in some ways I was controlling and I didn’t want to be 
condemned. 

It was true that no two colors of my Fiestaware plates or bowls 
touched each other in their stacks. My knife drawer was organized 
from largest to smallest. My husband Ken teased that if he got up 
at night to use the bathroom I'd make his side of the bed. He even 
joked to friends I was so obsessively clean that I'd put a coat of 
Mop & Glo on the driveway after shoveling snow. I knew I color- 
coordinated Harry’s sock drawer, made sure his fingers were never 
sticky, and left five pages of detailed, typed-up notes for his baby- 
sitters. But that wasn’t the same as my mother telling me not to 
touch my face or to close my mouth when I breathed. 

I sank onto the guest room bed, found the page, and then 
wondered why I bothered to sit down at all. What the hell? There 
were only two measly paragraphs. 

In the first one, Doc Spock said the majority of what he referred 
to as “feminine boys” and “masculine boys” grow up to be hetero- 
sexual. The next paragraph was longer. I read it and then reread it. 
Spock gave a few hypotheticals, which I understood. But it was his 
overuse of certain adverbs that threw me off. I was stumped by the 
absolutes of only, exclusively, and always. 

According to the good doctor, if Harry wanted to dress exclu- 
sively in girl clothes and play only with girls, he might have some of 
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his ideas mixed up. And if he wanted to play only with girls and 
was always unhappy about his biological gender, I might want to 
consult with a child psychiatrist. But if the dress and play activities 
occurred only occasionally, the door was still open for Harry to join 
the hetero majority. 

I wanted Harry surrounded by the safety and protection of 
large numbers on the school playground. I fast-forwarded to him 
as a gay adult not being able to get married, or have kids, or keep 
the job he loved. I thought of my close childhood friend in Los 
Angeles who was dying of AIDS. I would never wish for my son to 
be gay. I took a deep yoga breath in and exhaled slowly. 

Spock’s unspoken words were: if after age five or six the “only- 
exclusively-always” modifiers predominated, it was time to schedule 
an appointment with a shrink. 

“Huh!” I thought. I'm supposed to wait until Harry is five or six 
to know what’s going on? What about now? What about the next 
three or four years? What about Harry’s next question or surprise 
statement? I studied those two paragraphs several times, and then 
put a purple sticky tab on the page. At least there was no mention 
of controlling mothers. Still, I decided I liked Dr. Spock better as a 
peace activist. 

I recounted the whole story to Ken when he got home from a 
dinner meeting. 

“What does that mean?” he asked. 

“I have no idea what it means!” 

I read aloud to him what little the Spock book offered. 

His face twisted in puzzlement. “That doesn't tell us much now, 
does it?” 
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“No, I said. “It says nothing. And who takes a happy, confident 
kid to a shrink anyway?” 

“Well, we're definitely not doing that.” 

“But what do we do?” 

“We don't have to do anything. He's two? 

“Really? Nothing? Don’t you think Harry was revealing some- 
thing kind of heavy?” 

“Julie, he’s two. Let’s just see how it goes.” 

I didn't say another word. Maybe Ken was right. Our differences 
had found a sweet spot the summer we met in 1978. He was Beatles, 
I was Stones. He was mountains, I was beach. He ran, I did yoga. 
He didn’t believe in astrology, I read my daily horoscope. He was 
the glass half full that filled mine up with positivity. I needed his 
inborn patience now to balance my natural compulsiveness as my 
mind stayed in overdrive. 

I wondered if I had missed any earlier signs from Harry. I 
flashed back a few months to the day he asked my dad and step- 


mother a question that seemed to come out of nowhere. 


Oi pint-sized comic Harry scrunched his face as he squatted in 
front of the living room couch to smell my father’s sock-covered 
feet. “Eww; Harry said, pinching his nose as he stood up. “Stinky 
feet!” 

It was two weeks before his second birthday, and Harry had 
created this new bit of toddler entertainment with his twenty-two- 
year-old nanny, Heidi. Ken and I had laughed a few days earlier 
when our feet were first declared stinky, but I wasn’t so sure how 
my dad and stepmother would take the news. 
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Grandpa Don's blue eyes widened as he exploded his staccato 
laughter, and, encouraged, Harry bounced across the room to the 
blue leather chair occupied by Grandma Fran, where he gave a 
repeat performance.

When 
he stopped he was facing Fran. 

“Do you know the difference between men and women?” 
Harry asked. 

Fran winked at me, amused. 

“No, Harry-who-lives-on-Hackett,” she answered. “Tell us, 
what is the difference?” 

I turned from the stereo cabinet to exchange raised eyebrows 
with Ken. I had no idea where that question came from and couldn't 
imagine what Harry’s answer would be. He took occasional baths 
with Ken and had walked in on me in the bathroom a few times, so 
my silent guess was “boobs.” 

Harry laced his fingers and held his arms straight out.

When Ken and I took Harry on his first outing to Toys R Us to 
spend the twenty-dollar bill Ken’s dad in Florida had sent him ina 
Fourth of July card, we said he could buy any toy he wanted that 
didn't cost more than the money from Gramps. Harry passed the 
first aisle of squirt guns, beach toys, and summer sporting goods 
with the eagerness of a kid headed downstairs on Christmas 
morning.

I had listened from the other room when my mother called my 
grandmother, worried about Jack’s request for a doll.

“No, she said, hesitating. “You're having a boy... but he’s going 
to be like you.”

While I didn't want anyone labeling Harry or me, I had to consider 
the other variable in the equation: Being a controlling, overbearing, 
bad mother meant becoming my mother. 

I had three days to reconcile myself to the idea of Harry as 
Wendy and be a good mother in the process, and I didn't want to 
screw it up. 

So what was it about little Wendy Darling that made a floor- 
length blue nightgown so attractive to Harry? Was it their shared 
fascination with mermaids? Maybe her dress was the draw. I tried to 
imagine how my mother would handle it, and as usual, I decided that 
doing the opposite of what she would do was the best way to proceed. 

In my mind, I could almost hear her say, “Absolutely not! No 
son of mine is going outside dressed as a girl. I don't care if it is 
Halloween. Playing with a doll in the bathtub is one thing, but a 
boy wearing a dress in public is asking for trouble!”

“And check out this Peter Pan knife! Doesn't it look real? But it’s 
only rubber, see?” 

I stuck the blade into my open hand and Harry gasped as the 
rubber tip flexed harmlessly. He wanted that knife. 

“Do you want to try on the whole costume?” I asked, trying to 
keep my hopes on the down low. 

“Okay,” he said, stabbing his new knife into an end table. 

The next day, Harry refused to part with his fake weapon. I 
sighed with accomplishment and relief. Wendy was history! And I 
hadnt had to tell Harry that his parents didn't want him to go trick 
or treating dressed up as a girl.

“Its what she wanted? her mom whispered out of the side of 
her mouth. 
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The adults chuckled at how cute Allison looked as the Caped 
Crusader, but a sickening feeling passed through me. I ached with 
disappointment in myself, trapped by my own double standard. I 
felt like a bad mother, the wicked Disney queen who had lured 
Harry not with a poisoned apple but with an orange feather and a 
rubber knife. 

In bed with Ken that night, I felt like crying. 

“What’s the matter? Too many Butterfingers?” 

“No, it’s not a stomachache. It’s guilt. Pm a terrible mother.” 

“What are you talking about? You’re a good mother.” 

“Well, I don't feel like one. I can’t shake the image of Allison so 
happy as Batman, when I didn’t let Harry be who he really wanted 
to be. This was his first Halloween, and I failed him. I thought and 
acted like my mother.” 

“You're being silly, Julie. Harry had a great time. Just forget 
about it?

Tm doing everything wrong.” 

“You're making too big a deal out of this. Everything is fine. Just 
go to sleep.”

“Let's all go get him and we can head to the park from there.” 

I helped Gramps up the porch with no railing while Ken rang 
the doorbell. Then he put his hands on either side of his eyes to 
peer through the screen door. 

“Gramps is here looking for Harry,” Ken called. 

“Be right down,” Allison’s mom Laurie yelled. 

The bounce of little footsteps followed her voice down the 
stairs.

He wasn't the only boy playing dress-up, but he was 
clearly the one having the most fun. He made up characters, voices, 
and even jokes. 

“Why did the lady trade in her black bra for a black-and-white 
bra?” he asked me one afternoon at kindergarten wearing a lemon 
yellow taffeta skirt covered in tulle. 

“I don't know, why?” 

“Because she wanted a zee-bra!” 

I chuckled. Other kids still in the classroom giggled nearby. 

“He’s been telling that joke all afternoon,’ the head teacher 
Denise told me. “You know he’s funny, right?” 

“Oh, yes, I know,” I said. “And so does he? 

Ever since Harry premiered his Stinky Feet Variety Show in the 
living room, he looked for more ways to draw laughs. When a friend 
pretended her age was six and three-quarters, Harry piped in that 
he was six and four pennies. And recently he'd told Ken and me that 
when he grew up he wanted to be a scientist comedian who made 
rocket fuel out of chips and dip. 

Before going home that afternoon I drove back downtown with 
Harry to the Boston Store in Grand Avenue Mall. Pd left work late 
and didn't have time to stop and pick up the black pantyhose I 
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needed for a major new-business presentation the next morning. 
I told Harry to stay where I could see him and began thumbing 
through the Hanes control-top section. A minute later, Harry was 
nowhere in sight. 

“Harry?” 

I waited. Nothing. 

“Harry?” 

My heart thumped rapidly as I imagined him being dragged off 
by a kidnapper when he came running over to me, his eyes wide. 

“Harry, where were you? I was worried when I couldn't see 
you.” 

“I was over there,” he said, pointing one aisle over to the next 
department. 

I leaned in the direction of his finger and stretched my neck to 
get a good look at the area. I saw a three-mirrored vanity table with 
a display of wigs on white Styrofoam heads. 

I looked around to make sure the area was clear of shoppers. 

“It’s okay, if you promise to stay right there. And don't touch 
anything!” 

He walked away. “Just call me if you need me,” he said looking 
back over his shoulder. 

Soon after, I felt a tug on my jacket. I looked down to see Harry 
wearing a short, layered gray wig. 

“Grandma wants to go to the park today,’ he told me in a high, 
cracking voice. 

I burst out laughing, and he ran off. I looked around, expecting 
to be chastised by a sales clerk for not keeping my four-year-old in 
check. 
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In a few minutes, there was a tap on my back. 

“Excuse me, lady?” 

I turned to see little Harry, this time in a brown collar-length 
wig topped by a teal blue bowler derby with netting. 

“Can you please help me find the escalator?” 

Again, I cracked up. Where did he come up with this stuff? 

“Okay, Harry, put everything back exactly where it was. It’s 
time to go.” 

A few weeks later Harry brought home a laminated smudged- 
pencil drawing of a stick-figure girl with a bow in her hair, titled 
“The Girl in the Fog.” The caption, like the title, was in a teacher’s 
handwriting: “Harry feels happy in his dress-up clothes.” When I 
asked Harry about it, he told me the teacher had asked him when 
he was most happy at school. I imagined him spinning with delight 
in the drama corner at school while his dad and I sat in meetings at 
work. I wondered if the fog in his picture represented a safe cover 
for his fantasy or if it was where the real Harry came alive in his 
dream to be that girl. I looked down at his blameless face and gave 
him a big hug. 

Later I showed the drawing to Ken and said I wanted Harry to 
have a dress-up box in his room. Ken looked at me with his head in 
a spaniel-puppy tilt. 

“Isn't that just encouraging him to wear girl clothes? Are you 
sure you want to do that?” 

“Yes, I’m sure. If the Marinos and the Smiths across the street 
have one, and the kindergarten classroom has one, and dress-up is 
what makes Harry the happiest at school, then he should have one 
at home, too? 
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Harry jumped up and down the night I put a cardboard box in 
his room filled with a pink-and-white-striped dress, patchwork 
peasant skirt, and short red silk nightgown I no longer wore. I also 
threw in my strappy satin wedding pumps, a few polka dot scarves 
that once belonged to my Great-Aunt Mitzie, a medallion necklace, 
and a white summer hat with a large black ribbon band. 

He immediately put on the red nightgown, the satin heels, the 
hat and the jewelry. Then he ran to his toy box, dug out his lip balm 
necklace and wanted help slipping it over the hat. 

“You look fantastic, Harry!” I said. “Go look in the mirror in 
our room.” 

“I hope you know what you're doing,” Ken said, scratching his 
head. 

“But Harry’s so happy! And, really, this is just imaginative 
play,’ I said, not really sure at all if what I was doing was the right 
thing. 

I'd gone back and forth about the decision. But seeing how 
Harry beamed wearing the tulle and sequined garments in the 
kindergartens dress-up area made up my mind for me. I knew it 
meant I was now, more than ever, an active and conscious contribu- 
tor to his preference for pretty and sparkly. I just couldn't deny 
him that same joy at home. At least here I knew no one would be 
laughing at him. 

The dress-up box became Harry’s favorite pastime. He and his 
babysitter Amy decorated it with stickers. Our housekeeper Angela 
donated some clothes her granddaughters had outgrown. And 
Harry squealed with excitement when I brought up a wig from the 


Halloween bin in the basement. 
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On a warm fall weekend, Ken's brother Larry and family arrived 
at our house for a family barbeque with the local clan. We were all 
in the backyard when Harry burst through the door wearing a 
skirt, t-shirt, wig, and heels. My face flushed, and I saw Ken's do 
the same. Larry was the first to break out laughing. The other 
relatives followed his lead. 

Oh, no... is their laughter making fun of Harry? 

Harry clomped down the wooden deck stairs and sashayed 
past us. “Am I terribly late for the party?” he asked, in a voice that 
sounded remarkably close to Sunset Boulevard’s Norma Desmond. 
Then he ran past us and back into the house. He returned with a 
different female get-up and drew more chuckles from his backyard 
audience. 

“Nice wig, Harry!” Larry said, trying to control himself. 

As I looked at Harry, smiling as wide as his face, bowing to his 
adoring fans, I couldn't bring myself to cheer along. Harry was still 
so young. He didn't know what cross-dressing was. Sure, it seemed 
funny to everyone now. But if he continued to prefer skirts and 
dresses, I was certain that beyond his own backyard the applause 
would turn into teasing and then quickly into bullying. I couldn't 
stand the idea of Harry being called a “sissy” or “fairy” or, even 
worse, getting shoved to the ground and kicked by older kids on 
the playground. But I had to be cautious about that, too. I was well 
aware of another mainstream theory that said an overprotective 
mother could turn her son into a “mama's boy.’ I loved my son 
who wore heels more than anything. I just didn’t want him to be 
so different from other boys that he ended up feeling dejected, 


alienated, and alone. 
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Calm down, Julie. Bugs Bunny, Dustin Hoffman, and Dana Carvey 
all got big laughs wearing a dress. This is Harry, the star being born. 

Then I remembered Harry’s babysitter, the talented dancer. So 
who was I to balk at the idea of my son becoming a professional 
actor or comedian? Who wouldn't want that? 

I unfurrowed my brow and clapped hard. 

When Harry turned five and wanted to go to school in girl 
clothes, I had to do something. I came up with some house rules 
that weren't just about putting the right cap back on the correspond- 
ing colored marker or, after a crackled plastic Red Power Ranger, 
not using the microwave unsupervised. All costumes were to be 
worn inside. I thought that was a good balance between letting 
him be his happy, confident self and keeping him safe in the outside 
world. Still, I wasn't so sure and decided to call my cousin Elaine, a 
PhD in child psychology, for advice. 

“Are there any men’s clothes in his dress-up box?” she asked. 

“Men's clothes? No?” 

“So put in some bright ties, a couple of old sport jackets from 
Ken's closet and some hats. See if he doesn’t play with those clothes, 
too” 

I thought it was a brilliant idea and added the items to Harry’s 
dress-up box. Billy and Allison chose those clothes, but not Harry. 
I didn't understand why not. 

As Harry passed me in the upstairs hallway wearing low heels, 
the pink-and-white dress and a light brown wig, I stopped him. 

“So, Harry, let me ask you something. How come you never 
wear any of the boy clothes that are in the dress-up box?” 

He scrunched his eyebrows as if to ask me if I were kidding. 
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“I already am a boy, so why would I want to dress up as one?” 

Good answer, Harry. 

“Well, okay then. Carry on.” 

And youre right, I am a stupid idiot. 

As he walked back to his room, I couldn't help but think that 
maybe Harry knew more about who he was than I knew about 
who I was. And six months later he seemed to know a lot more 


about his cousin Tyler, too. 


Qa a Saturday morning in November, a month before his cousin 
in Arizona would also turn five, I asked Harry what he thought 
Tyler might like for his birthday. 

“Tyler’s like me, Mom. He likes girl stuff” 

“Oh... okay. Thanks.” 

It was true. Tyler had bonded with one of Harry’s blond Barbie 
dolls during my sister’s family’s visit from Tucson a few months 
earlier. Tyler even took Barbie to bed with him each night. In return, 
he let Harry wear the black ballet slippers he'd packed for the trip. 
I winced remembering how an incident with the ballet slippers 
became the sequel to The Case of the Missing Tights when the shoes 
disappeared mysteriously the afternoon my sister was leaving for 
the airport. Luckily, June thought to search the bottom of Harry’s 
toy box and the slippers were recovered. 

The two boys had discovered their shared loves that weekend. 
Harry was right about that. So I decided Tyler’s birthday present 
from us should be a Barbie of his own. I navigated through the 
Barbies, Power Rangers, and Beanie Babies minefield of Harry’s 
room to the phone in the upstairs TV room. I figured I should check 
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with my sister first. She was very particular about toys. I didn’t know 
how a Barbie would fly with her. She answered on the first ring. 

“Hey, June, I asked Harry if he had any ideas for Tyler’s birthday, 
and he said—” 

“Do not get him a Barbie, Julie,’ she said, cutting me off. 

“Really? Because that’s what I was thinking of sending” 

“Greg would not appreciate it.” 

“Greg? Why not?” My brother-in-law hadn't impressed me on 
their stay that summer. Most of the time, he was either glued to a 
television tennis tournament or hiding behind the newspaper. 
Hearing he was anti-Barbie had just pushed him below the 100 mark 
on my hit parade of father figures. 

“I didn’t tell you this,” June said, “but Greg was not happy that 
Tyler was taking ballet. He said it was too feminine of an activity 
and didn’t want me to sign him up for any more lessons.” 

I took a deep breath and a seat on the couch. “That jerk” 

“I wanted to follow Tyler’s lead. He was into dance, but Greg 
was against that.” 

My sister proceeded to tell me how the disagreement prompted 
her to write to the advice columnist at the local newspaper. 

“She didn't print the letter, but she sent a personal reply.” 

“What did it say?” 

“She recommended we see a family therapist right away. Greg 
and I, that is. She sent the name of someone, and we went. It was 
horrible,” 

I felt my throat tighten. “Tell me? 

“He was old school, very traditional. Bottom line, he said Tyler 


was into ballet, tap, and leotards because I was too domineering.” 
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There it was, the dreaded word from a family therapist that 
described my mother, and perhaps her legacy for June and me, 
being amplified into my ear. 

“What did you say?” 

“I was furious he blamed me and told him I disagreed. But I 
had to compromise with Greg. So I said I wouldnt suggest dance 
classes anymore, but if Tyler asked I wouldn't say no.” 

I imagined confused, sad eyes on Tyler’s face, but I felt more 
sorry for my sister. I didn’t know what Id do if Harry’s interests 
caused a rift between Ken and me. I wasn't sure I'd be able to stay 
with a man who couldn't accept his child’s spirit and imagination. 

I flashed on a friend at work who'd told me recently her deer- 
hunting husband had insisted she take away all of their son’s stuffed 
animals when he turned three. I just knew that her husband, like 
my sister’s husband, didn't want their sons to be gay, like there was 
something wrong with it. 

“June, do you think Harry and Tyler are going to be gay 
cousins?” 

“I don’t know,” she said. “Maybe. You told me we have gay 
cousins on Dad’s side of the family.” 

That was true. We had two second-cousin brothers who were 
gay. 

“Tm inclined to think being gay is hereditary,’ she continued. 
“To think that it’s the mother’s fault is so ridiculous. As if it’s even a 
fault!” 

She was right, of course. Being gay wasn't a flaw. And I, too, felt 
fury. This wasn’t just reading about mothers being the cause; a 
therapist had accused my sister of doing something wrong. Still, 
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hearing the word “domineering” made panic flags wave in my 
brain. I couldn't wrap my head around why I continued to believe 
that Harry’s behavior could be the result of my mothering when 
my sister was so sure hers wasn't. Perhaps it was our age difference. 
I was six years older, so maybe our mother’s claws of control had 
relaxed their grip by the time she got to her youngest prey. I figured, 
too, that June hadn't been as exposed as I was to the cultural brain- 
washing that said a mother could damage her son’s developing 
masculinity. 

June felt no self-blame. There wasn’t a doubt in her mind that 
the therapist was dead wrong. I wished I could just shake off the 
“domineering” label the way she did. I still worried I had unwittingly 
influenced Harry to develop certain behaviors. I wanted to ask my 
sister if she thought there might be the slightest chance we were 
enough alike to have set our sons’ development along a similar 
path. Even though she wiped Tyler’s face more than I did Harry’s 
on their last visit and kept his nap schedule on Arizona time, I 
didn't think she’d ever describe herself as controlling. I had no 
desire to go down that road with her, so I kept my “what ifs” to 
myself and we said our goodbyes. 

I scratched a pre-hives itch on the back of my neck and realized 
I couldn't share the questions with my sister that still swirled in my 
head. And I knew Ken didn’t want to hear me talk about my fears 
or being worried about our son either. Ken was supportive of 
Harry, but I still felt alone as a parent. I twisted the curlicue of 
telephone cord around my finger. I just didnt know how to guide 
Harry. I wanted to figure out how to do right by him, because I had 
a feeling things were only going to get more complicated. 
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l rounded the last two steps at the top of our second-floor landing, 

eager to get out of my work clothes, and froze. Bright red 
marks dotted the white built-in hallway drawers. Between the 
housekeeper and me, the white trim and walls in our house always 
looked sanitized, so this was definitely an aberration. It couldn't be 
blood. The first-aid supplies were on the lower shelf of the cupboard 
above, but I hadn’t seen any Winnie the Pooh Band-Aids on Harry 
downstairs or on Allison before she went home. 

I moved closer to touch one of the stains. I was relieved when 
the color smudged onto my finger; it would be easy enough to 
clean off. But after a ten-hour day at the office, I preferred not to 
spend one minute with a sponge. I only wanted to take off my bra, 
put my feet up, and soak in the peace that came with a spotless 
house. As I rubbed a dab of the smear between my thumb and 
forefinger, my mind jumped to the uncovered box of Clinique 
promotional-gift lipsticks stored in the bottom drawer. The evidence 
left only one suspect, and his name was Harry. 
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What was he doing in my surplus makeup supply? Annoyed as 
I was at the mess, I realized I'd never told him my lipsticks were off 
limits. Well, that was about to change. I leaned over the banister to 
call him upstairs, but then changed my mind and closed my 
mouth. I needed to think through what I would say. I thought 
about how my mother would have handled the situation and 
wanted to steer clear of her quick-to-anger responses. 


remembered running up our front steps the summer before third 
grade for a quick pee before meeting Janice Appelbaum at her 
house two doors down. Leaving the powder room, I spotted the 
orange glass candy dish on an end table in the living room, left 
over from my mother’s mah jong game. I tiptoed over to the bowl 
and picked out a piece of hard butterscotch. I quietly unwrapped 
the yellow cellophane one tiny fold at a time, popped the sweet 
disk into my mouth, and shoved the crinkly paper into the pocket 
of my shorts. As I turned around for the door, I stopped short. My 
mother was opposite me, hands on her hips, eyes glaring. My 
tongue slid the candy into my cheek. 

“What are you doing?” she asked. 

“Nothing.” 

“What’s in your mouth?” 

“Nothing” 

“Youre a liar, Julie. I can smell the butterscotch from here.” 

My mother came toward me, grabbed my ear, and led me up 
the stairs to the big bathroom and shoved my head into the sink. 
She tightened her grip on a fist full of my bobbed hair, and I 
smelled soap. She was wetting the gold bar of Dial that sat in a 
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grooved spot on the edge of the basin. I locked my mouth shut, but 
she forced the slippery bar between my lips. The soap scraped the 
edges my teeth. I gagged each time the bar of soap hit the back of 
my throat. 

“Remember that next time you think about lying” 

I hung over the sink sobbing and spitting as she closed the door 
behind her. 


This story, and others like it, were why I was determined to cre- 
ate a safe environment where Harry would never have to lie, and 
certainly not because he feared my reaction over something so 
stupid. Resolved never to mirror my mother’s method of house- 
detective entrapment questioning, I calibrated my tone from irritated 
to cheerful. 

“Harry, honey, can you come up here for a minute, please?” I 
said into the stairwell. “I want to show you something” 

He ran up the stairs and then slowed when he saw me standing 
in front of the drawers. My heart started to thump so loudly I was 
afraid Harry could hear it. I cleared my throat. 

“Harry, I found these red marks on the drawers. I’m thinking 
maybe they're lipstick” 

He scrunched his innocent face, and then nodded. 

“Do you still have it?” 

Again, he nodded. 

“Show me.” 

I followed Harry into his room. He walked straight to his bottom 
bunk and lifted the pillow. There on his navy bottom sheet was a 
stripe-embossed silver tube of Cliniques Party Red lipstick. 
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I opened the tube and saw the mashed end of what had once 
been an unused stick. I imagined him and Allison standing in 
front of the mirror, gleeful. Party Red, indeed. Harry looked up at 
me, waiting, and I saw a trace of color around his Cupid’s bow 
lips. 

The thin plastic makeup kit with the clear cover his babysitter 
Amy had bought him at the Ben Franklin variety store was lacking 
lip color. His longing for a lipstick to complete the set was only 
natural, and he knew I had plenty of extra tubes. I couldn't be mad 
at him for wanting a lipstick. And I couldn't bring myself to scold 
him either. He was, after all, not afraid to tell me the truth. I wanted 
to keep it that way. And I wanted to feel good about reversing my 
mother’s tendency to go overboard in the punishment department. 

“You can keep this one,’ I said, handing over the tube. 

His eyes widened to match his smile, as if he were seeing the lit 
candles on his birthday cake. 

“But if it gets on your fingers, you have to wipe them off before 
you touch anything.” 

“Okay,” he said, repeatedly clicking the tube cover on and off 
his very own lipstick. 

“And Harry, promise me you won't go into any of my makeup 
stuff without asking.” 

“I promise,” he said. 

I turned to leave the room, but then stayed put. With Harry so 
happy I decided this was as good a time as any to talk about one of 
his school options for first grade, which would start in another two 
months. 

When the principal and a number of teachers quit our neighbor- 
hood public school, Ken and I explored two other choices for 
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Harry: the secular private school that was a twenty-minute drive 
in the opposite direction of our offices or the suburban public 
school about a mile and a half from our home. The latter accepted 
students from outside its district on a paid-tuition basis. 

On a recent tour at the private school, we learned from the 
admissions director that there was a dress code. Conservative 
styles aside, the only colors allowed for boys were navy, dark green, 
yellow, white, and khaki. I knew that combination of colors would 
add up to one big red flag for tie-dye Harry. While I didn’t let him 
wear his dress-up clothes to school, I couldn't imagine taking away 
his colorful everyday shirts, shorts, and pants. Making him conform 
to a uniform of drab seemed cruel, but Ken thought I should float 
the idea past Harry. 

“You never know. He might be okay with it,” Ken said. 

“I dont think so . . . but I guess I can give it a try? 

Id been avoiding the topic for a week. I knew how important 
color and comfort were to the boy who was now applying lipstick 
while holding the handle of a blue plastic mirror decorated with 
tiny seashells and glitter. But the school wanted our reply ASAP. 
There were other kids on a waiting list to get in. 

“Harry, theres something I want to tell you.” 

“What?” 

“At one of the new schools your dad and I visited, kids can only 
wear certain colors,’ I told him. 

“You mean one day you wear all orange and one day you wear 
all purple?” 

“Well, not exactly,” I replied. “You can mix the colors you wear, 
but only a few colors. Just navy blue, dark green, tan, yellow, and 
white? 
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I didn't even get to the part about neckties and sport jackets 
starting in second grade before Harry’s mouth fell open and his 
eyebrows crinkled toward each other. I might just as well have told 
him that all Barbie dolls were being recalled. 

“Oh, Mom. I can't go to that school” 

“We know,” I said, biting my lower lip for having described 
such a fashion prison. “I just wanted you to know what some 
schools are like.” 

That night, Ken and I decided that paying tuition to Atwater 
Elementary in Shorewood was the only way to go. We wanted 
Harry to love school and agreed that first grade was too important 
to fuck up over some restrictive dress code. I felt good about the 
way things were working out. A lot of Harry’s friends from kinder- 
garten lived in Shorewood and would be going to Atwater, too. 

I was glad to learn later from a neighbor that the Shorewood 
District’s high school had one of the city’s first gay-straight alliances. 
It was called SHARE: Students for Homosexual Awareness Respect 
and Equality. I didn't know an extracurricular like that existed, but 
I was impressed. Shorewood schools were not only reputable but 
also progressive. I’d heard too that the drama department at the 
high school was one of the best in the country. And then there was 
the odd coincidence that my mother had lived in Shorewood as a 
child. Harry never met my mother, but he thought it was cool hed 
be attending the same school as his Grandma Jane. 

When the first day of school arrived, I carried two large grocery 
bags filled with school supplies and the required two boxes of 
tissues, while Ken snapped photos. Harry was dressed in black 
bandana shorts, a signature tie-dye tee and black Teva sandals with 
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purple and aqua trim. His new red, aqua, purple, and yellow color- 
blocked backpack rested on his shoulders. 

I watched Harry navigate the throng of other students and 
parents all headed inside Atwater School. He waited for us to reach 
the four double entry doors at the top of the wide concrete steps 
before he slipped in. He knew exactly where he was going. At the 
suggestion of my friend Barbara, a grade school social worker, Pd 
taken Harry on a brief tour of Atwater the week before so hed 
know exactly how to get to classroom 102. 

I crossed the threshold into Mrs. Erland’s first-grade class 
behind Harry and felt as if I'd been transported to the young 
children’s educational floor at FAO Schwartz in New York. And if 
his teacher hadn't been a merchandiser at an upscale toy store, she 
easily could have been a set designer for Nickelodeon. Books stood 
open on display tables next to the stuffed toy version of their main 
character. I spotted a Linnea doll next to Linnea in Monet's Garden, 
the set Ken gave Harry two years earlier. There were Frog and Toad, 
Harry the Dirty Dog, and other familiar characters from Harry’s 
library. Colorful banners hung above the chalkboards, while every 
bulletin board held an explosion of color. And all of the small desks 
were turned to the center of the room, so kids faced each other. 
Harry found his name on the front of a desk and slid into his seat. 
Ken took a picture, as Mrs. Erland welcomed her students and 
greeted us parents. 

With her shiny blond pageboy cut, long skirt, print blouse 
and triangle neck scarf, she appeared to be a cross between The 
Nutcracker ballet’s Mother Ginger and Mother Goose. I pictured 
her after playground recess on stilts, ushering the kids under a 
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ginormous hoop skirt: “Come along, children, back to the class- 
room for story time.” I guessed her to be about my age, mid-forties. 
One of the parents from Milestones kindergarten touched my arm 
and whispered, “Our oldest daughter was in this class, too. You are 
going to love her!” 

After saying goodbye to Harry, I took one of the little yellow 
bags Mrs. Erland had set out for parents on a table next to the door. 
It was stapled at the top, and we weren't supposed to open it until 
wed left the school. 

I waited until Ken and I were in the car. And while he drove, I 
gingerly inspected the contents of our parting gift. Inside was a 
packet of Lipton’s Soothing Moments herbal tea, a tissue, a cotton 
ball, and a folded note on yellow paper. It read: 


Dear Parent(s): 

Congratulations! Your child has made it to first grade! Having 
a child be in school for a full day can be an emotional time for a 
parent, too. I have made this little care package for you. After you 
have wiped any tears with the tissue, make yourself a nice warm 
cup of tea. Put your feet up and relax. Then hold the cotton ball in 
your hand. The softness will help you to recall the gentle spirit of 
your child. I will work with you this year to help your child grow 

and have a positive experience.

Mrs. Erland 


I wiped a salty mix of love and relief from my face. And I could 
see Ken was a little choked up, too. I knew in that instant that our 
little boy was going to be happy and safe at school with Mother 
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Ginger Goose. Ken dropped me off at home so I could get my car. I 
leaned over to give Ken a kiss. 

“I had no idea Id get this emotional,” I confessed. 

“Me neither,’ he said. “Our little Harry James is growing up so 
fast.” 

I clutched the care package cotton ball in my hand all the way 
to the office.

Then about two weeks ago, 
wearing a billboard-sized smile, he handed me a pink invitation to 
his class’s Mother’s Day Tea in the school’s big cafetorium. 

“Wow, Harry,’ I said, opening the folded piece of paper. “This 
looks very special. What’s going to happen there?“ 

“Its a secret,’ he replied. 

I was proud of him for being able to keep everything so under 
wraps, because he used to think that a secret just meant something 
he had to whisper. 

Halfway down the corridor, I stooped to turn the metal cross 
handle on a tiny water fountain mounted to the wall. I thought of 
Harry, just the right height to drink from this fountain. As I stood 
to adjust the purse strap that had fallen from my shoulder to my 
elbow, I imagined my mother as a child standing here, too.

There was comfort in knowing Ken and I shared some of 
the same fears and thoughts about not wanting Harry ridiculed. 
This was the first time in years, though, that we'd really talked 
about our feelings. Ken had seemed so distant. I felt hopeful this 
would help me open up about my worries. 

“It was the cool, accepted boys who hit the home runs,” he 
continued. “So I thought if Harry had a little confidence, it would 
help him later on? 

“If there’s one thing Harry has, it’s confidence!” I laughed. Then I 
heard a rustling in the hallway. I put a finger to my lips, and signaled 
to Ken that I thought Harry was outside the room. I tiptoed a few 
steps to the door, but didn’t hear anything so I opened it. There on 
the floor was a small piece of paper. I recognized the shape from 
the notepad that sat with the small table and chairs in Harry’s 
room. Just as I bent to pick it up, Harry darted out of his room, 
grabbed it off the wooden floor and ran back to his bedroom. Even 
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though he didn't look at me, I could see his eyes were swollen. I 
knocked gently on his door before opening it. He was standing in 
the middle of his room. 

“Go away,’ he said, ripping up the note. 

“Harry, honey, what is it?” I asked walking toward him. 

“Nothing. Never mind,” he blurted. 

“Let me, please, see your note,’ I said. “I love you, and I want to 
know what it says.” 

Reluctantly, he put the torn pieces in my hand. I reached to pet 
his head, but he turned away. I left him, closing the door behind 
me. I pieced the note together on top of Ken’s dresser. My eyes 
welled up as I read his perfectly printed words in pencil: 


Dad Iam not 

like other boys. Iam going 
to stay away 

from you because 


you don't like me 


I sniffled. “Come read this, Ken. It’s addressed to you.” 

Ken took one look at Harry’s note and stepped back, bewildered. 
“I don't know what to do. I just want to be part of his life.” 

“Go talk to him. Tell him that. Find something to do that would 
be fun for both of you.” 

While Ken was in Harry’s room, I reread the words “not like 
other boys.” Our sweet, artistic, funny boy knew he was different. I 
felt the urge to scoop him up, squeeze him, and tell him that every- 
thing would be okay. 

When Ken and Harry emerged, they were on their way to Ken's 
workbench in the basement. With a huge grin on his face and a 
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sketch in his hand, Harry informed me they were going to make “a 
big Barbie bed out of real wood.” 

“Come on, son,’ Ken said, with his hand on Harry’s back. “Let’s 
go. We've got work to do!” 

I smiled watching the two of them head downstairs together. 
I thought the Barbie bed could be the just the right project to 
rebond their connection. Since starting first grade, Pd been the 
one who tucked Harry in at night, made his lunch every day, and 
picked him up from the after-school program. I had taken over so 
much of Harry’s parenting that I didn’t leave Ken much room. 
Maybe I worried that Ken wouldnt be as sensitive to Harry’s needs 
as I was. When Harry was a baby, I used to be afraid Ken would set 
Harry on top of the car and drive off, forgetting he was up there, as 
hed done with a cup of coffee more than once. While I probably 
had overcompensated to some extent, it didn’t help that Ken often 
worked Saturdays and had frequent client dinners or deadlines 
that required late-night office hours. 

I imagined them side by side in the workshop, finding the best 
piece of wood, drawing the shapes, using the saw and then going 
to the hardware store to pick out paint colors. I had a feeling they 
were going to find their way back to a happy place down there, 
and I felt good about that. Harry needed unconditional love. Pd 
thought Ken could provide that instinctively because his mother 
had loved him that way. I hadn't realized his dad’s expectation for 
an athletic son was seeping into Kens dynamic with Harry. He 
wanted to give him an edge at baseball to protect him from teasing, 
but so quickly shifted to what Harry needed more: a chance to be 
himself. I felt less alone in my parenting and relieved that Ken and 


I were on the same team. 
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I was still scared to let myself relax, especially when life had a 
way of sideswiping us. A few weeks later, we got the call that our 
good friend Jerry’s father had died. Ken and I had gone to the 
funeral together that afternoon, but he had a meeting that night. So 
Harry and his sketchpad and markers came with me. He was happy 
to sit on the floor and draw while I mingled with people I hadn't 
seen in a while. I spotted Patrick, an architect friend who had an 
office near the agency. He was one of the most cynical and sarcastic 
people I knew, and I loved him for it. But I didn’t see his partner 
Roger. 

“His parents are in town staying with us,’ Patrick told me, rolling 
his eyes. 

I was surprised, because I knew Roger hadn't come out yet to 
his family. “Really? How’s that going?” 

“Three words,” Patrick said. “A living hell. We have to pretend 
were just roommates. Roger moves all his clothes into the guest 
room, sets his parents up in there, as if it’s his room, and then 
sleeps on the couch. I can't wait until they leave? 

I felt sorry for both of them. Roger was a doll. I knew he wanted 
to tell his parents, but he was afraid they'd disown him. 

“I sure hope Harry never has to face a situation like that.” 

“You think Harry’s gay?” 

“Well, I don’t know. He could be. He certainly hasn't said any- 
thing to me. He's eight? 

‘Td never guess he was gay,” Patrick said. “But I wouldnt wish 
homosexuality on any child. It’s a horrible life of rejection, shame, 
and humiliation.” 


My knees locked. “Tell me you don't mean that.” 
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“But I do,” he said. 

Holy shit. No, what he was saying couldn't be true. Patrick had 
to be overreacting. I knew hed married early in life because that’s 
what was expected of an altar boy, but this was so extreme. We 
were two years from the start of a new millennium. I didn’t want to 
believe gay people still felt this way. I wondered if it was because 
we lived in the Midwest. Would Patrick feel differently if we lived 
in New York or L.A.? 

In bed that night, I didn't tell Ken what Patrick said. Even 
though Ken had shared his feelings so openly with me recently, I 
worried about letting my guard down with him. Id felt shot down 
and dismissed before, as if my anxieties betrayed the makings of a 
hysterical woman. I just couldn't deal with that amid my worries 
about Harry in the future Patrick had projected. I rolled over in 
bed without kissing Ken, which had become the norm these days. 

In my office the next day, I pulled my chair up to the Wang 
computer that sat on a side extension of my mahogany desk. 
We'd been connected to the World Wide Web for almost two 
years, and there was a website I kept hearing people talk about for 
ordering books. I typed in the address for Amazon.com. Then I 
typed “gay children” in the search box and waited. I sat up as several 
books appeared, but then started a slow slump after reading the 
descriptions. 

Anything that mentioned “shame” for the parents, the “healing” 
needed for homosexuals, or included quotes from the Bible was 
nixed. I did jot down a few new terms I hadn't heard before, like 
“gender identity confusion” and “gender dysphoria.” But none of 
the books addressed young children; the focus was on teenagers. 
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So I typed in a new search, this time for “parents of gay children.” 
The same books popped up, along with a few more intended for 
parents whose teenagers had come out to them recently. None of 
those were going to be helpful. I felt discouraged as my fingers 
hovered over the keyboard. Then I decided to type in “gay kids 
early age.” 

This time the list of search results included a fairly new book 
titled, Passages of Pride: Lesbian and Gay Youth Come of Age. Gay 
youth didn’t sound on target, but I recognized the author Kurt 
Chandler as a contributing editor for Milwaukee Magazine. Accord- 
ing to Amazon, his book profiled six midwestern teenagers whod 
realized at an early age that they were different. That was Harry! I 
put the book in my so-called shopping cart and proceeded to 
check out. 

I hesitated at the box for shipping address. Where do I send it? I 
figured Ken would think I was just projecting unfounded fears 
onto Harry, so I typed in my work address. I wanted to read it 
privately. But then I wondered if privately didn’t mean secretly, and 
I felt a sudden sadness. I was distancing myself from Ken again on 
the question of Harry’s sexuality. But if I had to take this explor- 
atory journey on my own, that’s what I was going to do. I wasn't 
sure about typing my credit card information on the computer. It 
didn’t seem safe, but I did it anyway. And I paid for overnight 
shipping. I needed that book. 

When the package arrived, I opened it immediately and wished 
I could absorb its contents by just holding it up to my temple. But I 
had to wait to dive in, so I tucked it into the bottom drawer of my 
credenza. At noon, I walked across the street to pick up my usual 
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lunch of a bag of popcorn and a bottle of cranberry juice and then 
closed the door to my fifth-floor office. 

Passages of Pride was more than I'd hoped it would be. There 
were interviews with not only the kids but their mothers as well. 
My eyes watered reading more than one story of a mom who said 
shed had ideas about her child’s sexual orientation from an early 
age. Other moms had felt something about their young children, 
too! Not only had they figured it out on their own before their kids 
came out to them, but they had wondered what the future would 
bring for their child. 

Harry was only eight. Even though he'd talked about a closet, 
the chances were slim that he actually knew what that meant. Still, 
I didn’t ever want him to feel that he needed to hide. I wanted to be 
a good mom and a safe person for him to come out to if and when 
that day ever arrived. I didn’t feel fully equipped yet, and I wasn’t 
sure where to find the tools, but at least I wasn’t alone. 

I speed-read through the book over consecutive lunch hours, 
taking my time with the chapters I related to most. I felt an enor- 
mous sense of relief reading the sidebar chapter on understanding 
“The Roots of Homosexuality.’ It dispelled all of the widely held 
beliefs about parents somehow causing their kids to be gay. I re- 
membered my fears the Halloween that Harry wanted to be Wendy 
and again two years later when he wanted to be the Pink Power 
Ranger. I'd redirected him on both occasions, afraid I'd be judged 
for a parenting style that had created a boy who wanted to be a girl. 
And if Harry did grow up to be gay, I knew some people would be 
sure to think my controlling personality and overprotective 
mothering was the cause. I wanted to make copies of this little 
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chapter to carry in my purse as a handout for anyone whose judg- 
mental stare implied I was making my kid “too feminine” 

There was also a section about recent changes within the 
American Psychiatric Association, the American Medical Associa- 
tion, and the American Academy of Pediatrics to revise diagnoses 
and policies regarding sexual orientation. I was shocked to learn it 
had been only four years earlier that the AMA reversed its support 
of “aversion therapy.” In another sidebar I became aware of an 
advocacy group called the Federation of Parents, Families and 
Friends of Lesbians and Gays (PFLAG). 

There was so much I didn’t know. I put down the book and 
turned again to my computer. I searched for PFLAG and learned 
they had chapters around the country. There was one in Milwaukee, 
but I felt let down when I read they worked with parents whose 
teenage kids had come out to them. That wasn't me. I didn't learn 
until more than a decade later how much they could have helped 
me. 

Then I looked up “gender identity confusion” and “gender 
dysphoria.” With one click I was directed to a page about a promi- 
nent child psychiatrist who still blamed a boy’s identification with 
the opposite sex on an overprotective mother and absent father. I 
clenched my teeth. That’s what my sister’s quack family therapist 
had said. 

I leaned back in my chair and swiveled to look out the window 
that faced Gimbel’s and the Milwaukee River. No one would ever 
make me believe that a happy kid like Harry had any kind of a “dis- 
order.” Harry was just being Harry. And I had to make sure he 
could be himself without letting anyone get in the way. Myself 
included. 
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On my drive to work the following Thursday, I heard the radio 
news announcer break in with a special report. Horrific phrases 
hit like punches to my gut: gay student . . . brutally beaten ... tied 
toafence... left to die. I turned up the volume. I knew I was steering 
a car, but my arms suddenly felt numb. Id never heard of Laramie, 
Wyoming. But now a gay boy lay in a coma on life support. How 
could this have happened? I blotted the outside of each eye with 
the heel of my hand. Who would do such a thing? Then I thought 
of Harry. I wanted to turn around, go back to Atwater, and take 
him to Fun World for the day. Instead I pulled myself together for 
work, checked my mascara, and sat like a zombie in a meeting 
about an upcoming new business pitch to Corning Ware. I could 
not stop thinking about the boy in Laramie. 

That night, while Ken packed for a short trip to visit his dad, I 
rolled our living room TV stand close to the couch and flipped 
channels for more news about what had happened in Wyoming. 
I tucked my legs underneath me and kept the volume low. The 
boy’s name was Matthew Shepard, and he'd been tied to that fence 
for over eighteen hours before a bike rider found him. I threw a 
crumpled tissue onto the floor and pulled out a fresh one. There 
was talk of a hate crime. Even though I'd barely touched my dinner, 
I felt sick to my stomach. I felt like I knew that boy and his parents. 
Id sat in the same spot the previous August after Princess Diana’s 
death, but this was far worse. This was a twenty-one-year-old college 
kid. This was someone's son. 

My thoughts turned again to Harry, sleeping safely in his upper 
bunk, surrounded by stuffed animals. If he were gay, I didn’t know 
how Id ever be able to protect him from something as unimaginable 
as a hate crime. I decided I wanted him to go to the University of 
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Wisconsin-Milwaukee, a few blocks away, for college and live at 
home. 

During the candlelight vigils for Matthew Shepard over the 
weekend, I felt the urge to step back from my job and be more 
present for my son. Ignorance about gay people had moved from 
discrimination to violence. And the two men arrested for savagely 
beating Matthew Shepard and leaving him for dead were his age. 

Ken arrived home from Florida the Monday that Matthew 
Shepard died. I talked to him that night about taking a “radical 
sabbatical” from my job of nearly fifteen years to reinvent myself. 
I'd been thinking about a change recently anyway. I was running 
the city’s top PR agency and had been able to travel internationally 
for clients. Pd done everything I wanted with my career there. I'd 
saved enough money to take off work for a year and figure out 
what I wanted to do next. I also thought it would be a good opportu- 
nity to spend more time with Harry. I knew he'd be too old for the 
after-school program next year. I picked January 31 as the last day 
Pd be pulling into a reserved parking spot. 

When I shared the news with Ken, I couldn't quite read his face. 
I wasn't sure if he was happy for me, but he seemed somewhat 
supportive when he said, “Okay, if that’s what you want.” A few 
months later at the agency’s holiday party, I was excited to kick 
back and enjoy my last big company bash. 

“Tarney!” our IT whiz yelled. 

It was hard to hear her over the band on stage. 

“I just want to tell you how happy I am for you,’ she said, leaning 
in. “Congratulations!” 


“Thanks, Carol!” I said, hugging her. “Tm pretty pumped.” 
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“Yeah, well I hope Ken can come to grips with it for you 
eventually.” 

My mind did a double take. “What do you mean?” 

“I told him how glad I was that you were taking time off and that 
you really deserved it. And he said, “We all do’ and then walked away.” 

“Huh!” 

Was Ken jealous? Pd never considered that before. But why 
would he be? His design business was the city’s hot new firm. He 
was doing great work and was even getting back into the darkroom 
again. I brushed off the comment and headed to the open bar for 


another dirty martini. 


‘Those first few months of 1999 I became Harry’s full-time per- 
sonal manager and chauffeur. I got to chaperone a field trip for the 
first time with Harry’s third-grade class. I drove him to and from 
summer art classes and swim lessons, with the stereo blasting. In 
the fall I volunteered to help organize the fourth grade's big family 
night event. And I picked up Harry every day after school, where 
he'd tell me why flamingos are pink or how his first-grade buddy 
wanted to be an artist like he was. I loved our car time. 

Turning into our driveway one afternoon, a pop song playing 
on Harry’s favorite radio station segued to a dramatic piano instru- 
mental. A commercial advertised TV Channel 18’s special report 
on runaways that week. I quickly shut off the engine. 

“What’s a runaway?” Harry asked. 

Damn. Of course you caught that. 

“It’s what people call a child who runs away from home,” I 
replied, reaching for my purse on the floor. 
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Harry’s mouth fell open. “Why would anyone want to do that?” 

I stopped moving. I wanted to put my hand over my heart, but 
decided to act unaffected. Harry didn't know it, but he had just 
crowned me Mother of the Year. He couldn't even imagine wanting 
to run away from home. By his age, I was already a repeat runaway. 
I was never gone overnight, because the Whitefish Bay Police knew 
my hiding places, but I remembered the urge to find safety from 
the name-calling and face slaps at home. 

“Well, Harry, some kids have bad situations with their parents, 
where they don't feel safe.” 

“Huh,” he said, popping the door handle. 

I sat in the car for an extra couple of seconds. A warm mix of 
love and validation bubbled inside me. I didn't have to worry about 
being the kind of mother a child wanted to run away from. This 
was real confirmation that I was not like my mother. Harry loved 
me. I was doing something really right for my son, who counted 
on me to help him. 


Pey was at a sleepover the Saturday night Ken wanted to have 
a talk out on the front porch. Sitting side by side on the yellow 
Adirondack loveseat, Ken turned to me and said, “We havent been 
close for a while. I’m really not happy. I want to move out? 

His words echoed in reverb. I didn't want to believe Pd heard 
him correctly. I felt my insides shrink and then expand back. As 
much as I was shocked, I wasn't really shocked. I knew I had dis- 
tanced myself from Ken so much that we werent connected any- 
more. I hadn't shared how I felt with him for a very long time. We 


were no longer lovers. We were no longer best friends. We were 
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more like roommates. We coexisted. And that’s not a marriage. 
He was the one with the courage to do something about it. I felt 
adrenaline rush to my head and down my shoulders. How was I 
going to do this? Manage everything on my own after all this time? 
Wait, I can handle this. I’m a successful businesswoman. I can do 
anything. Ken and I don't need to live in the same house to co-parent. 
We just need to be cool for Harry. 

Ken and I agreed we wouldn't say a word to Harry until we 
had a plan. Then he got up to go for a ride in the 1990 Miata hed 
bought recently. I watched the silver convertible back out the drive- 
way with Lenny Kravitz blaring on the stereo. I sat still on the porch 
in the dark, while my mind went into crisis communications 
overdrive. 

While Ken spent his free time looking for a flat close to the 
house, I put together a three-page damage control document that 
could have served as a case study for parents on how to minimize 
emotional trauma when you tell your kid youre splitting up. Harry 
was only nine, and he was going to be shocked. Ken and I never 
argued or yelled. We didn't get mad, and we didn’t slam doors. 
Harry wouldn't understand the subtleties of coexisting in a dis- 
connected marriage. That was too mature a subject to talk about 
with him. We needed to do this right so he wouldn't feel he was to 
blame, because it had nothing to do with him. 

My social worker friend Barbara recommended a child therapist 
who specialized in children of divorcing parents to be our advocate 
for Harry. Ken and I met with her to write up key messages, antici- 
pated questions with prepared answers, a timeline, and rules of 


engagement for us with regard to Harry. I covered everything. We 
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were going to wait until after Halloween to tell him. There was no 
way Id ruin his favorite holiday. He'd been planning his vampire 
geisha costume for months. 

The waiting period for me was an emotional flipbook through 
events past, present, and future. One night before bed I looked at 
my reflection in the bathroom mirror and saw my eyes get glassy. I 
fought back tears that sometimes ended as fast as they'd begin. 
Maybe Ken felt alone, too. I wondered if maybe he wasn't just the 
braver of us. Hed had the guts to act on his unhappiness. But by 
the next day I was fuming about my upcoming status change to 
single mom who had just quit her job. My divorce lawyer said 
judges liked working moms. 

I was still trying to figure out my next move when my former 
employer called. The agency partners wanted me to come back 
and head up new business development for the entire firm, not just 
PR. I did a high Tae-Bo front kick and then negotiated a sweet deal 
for myself at only ten hours a week. Things were picking up. 

I stood in my workout clothes at the tall oak radiator cover 
in our front entryway separating letters and catalogs I'd scooped 
out of the mailbox. I shuffled past the utility bill and the postcard 
for gutter cleaning services to open a square envelope from the 
Waukesha Womens Center. It was an invitation to their anniversary 
fundraiser luncheon coming up in mid-October. The keynote 
speaker was going to be Gloria Steinem. “Yes!” I said, pumping a 
power-to-the-people fist close to my chest. 

Gloria Steinem was my feminist hero and role model. I knew 
that stashed away in a file folder somewhere I still had the first 
issue of Ms. magazine I'd bought in college. And I remembered 
how extraordinary I thought she was when I learned shed gone

undercover as a Playboy bunny in the ’60s to expose how women 
were treated in Hugh Hefner’s club world of celebrity-like sex 
objects. I read her essay on that experience while I waitressed in 
college two nights a week at an upscale, bordello-styled restaurant. 
My so-called uniform was also sold in Halloween and fetish stores 
as the Naughty French Maid. 

I recalled, too, getting an important All Points Bulletin from 
Gloria the spring Harry was five. I was organizing my jewelry box 
when the radio news reported a controversy over remarks shed 
made in her commencement speech at Smith. Apparently some 
people were outraged when she said that women needed to raise 
their sons more like their daughters. They thought she was sug- 
gesting we raise our boys to be “girly sissies.” But I knew what she 
meant that day. Her words gave me a shot of courage and hope that 
Harry’s blend of masculine and feminine traits meant he was going 
to grow up a whole person. Those ideas were back in the news, 
because she'd repeated them in an essay about white supremacy 
crimes in the current issue of Ms. magazine as a follow-up to the 
Columbine High School massacre in April. 

I grabbed a pen to fill out the RSVP card. Then I noticed a box 
that said a limited number of tickets were available that included a 
post-lunch reception with Ms. Steinem. The additional fifty dollars 
for that ticket also included a photo op. I marked a big X in the 
box, wrote a check for the full-priced ticket, and sealed the reply 
envelope. I wasn't only going to see Gloria Steinem, I was going to 
meet her. 

I felt enormous relief after reading Chandler’s Passages of Pride 
and finding Harriet Lerner’s The Mother Dance: How Children 
Change Your Life, too. Pd finally found comfort from outside 
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sources, something I'd longed for, ever since the “I’m a girl” 
conversation with Harry seven years ago. But chapters in a book 
couldn't compare to a face-to-face with a cultural icon like Gloria 
Steinem. 

I knew Id only have a minute or two with her, but surely 
shed have some silver-bullet secret answer she could share. I was 
desperate for a pat on the back and “You can do this!” and “By the 
way, try this!” Not having my own parents as guides, I found myself 
in search of someone to show me the way. All I had to do was 
figure out exactly how to sum up everything I wanted to know in 
one all-encompassing question. 

The event was held in the spacious atrium of the Waukesha 
Women’s Center’s new building. I arrived early and waved hello 
to my friend Anne who was on the steering committee for the 
luncheon and a past board president. Her son David was Harry’s 
age. I kissed her on the cheek and congratulated her on getting 
Gloria for the keynote. Then I asked which room was set up for the 
private reception. 

I sat on the edge of my folding chair throughout the lunch and 
all of the speakers. My fork pushed around pieces of chicken divan 
on my plate. I was too excited to eat. After Gloria’s speech and a 
round of applause, the executive director thanked her and wrapped 
up the event with a few announcements. I said goodbye to the 
women around me and pushed away from the table. Then I power- 
walked into the reception room in less time than it takes to say 
Equal Rights Amendment. I was the first guest in the room. 

Gloria was talking to one of the Center’s staff members. I 
lingered close by. As a photographer shot pictures of them, I 
strolled backwards to a display table of Glorias books and purchased 
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a second-edition copy of Outrageous Acts and Everyday Rebellion, 
which included several essays that had raised my consciousness in 
college. I put away my wallet and took out a black ballpoint, just in 
case Gloria didn't have anything to write with. 

As other people entered the room, I made my way back over to 
the guest of honor and introduced myself. I offered my hand. She 
shook it, and I relaxed when no jolt of supercharged icon electricity 
blasted up my arm. Her grip was unremarkable, humble almost. 
She accepted my copy of her book along with the pen and opened 
it to the first page. 

“There’s something I’ve wanted to ask you ever since your 
commencement speech at Smith,’ I said, trying to speak without 
sounding like a 911 caller. 

“Yes,” she said, without looking up. 

“I have a nine-year-old son who told his dad and me last year 
that he wasn't like other boys.” 

She glanced at me, simultaneously pushing up the bottom edge 
of her glasses with her pen hand. 

“Those were his words,” I told her. “I’ve tried to raise him 
without stereotyping, but I’m not sure how successful I’ve been? 

I took a breath before my big question. 

“How exactly does one do that?” 

She finished writing my name and signing hers. She looked up 
at me and smiled. “It isn't easy? 

What? Thats it, Gloria? Thats all you’ve got for me? 

I pressed on. “No, it isn’t easy, but. . ? 

My voice trailed off as the photographer motioned for us to 
face the camera. I took my book from her, which was replaced 
immediately with the book of someone else eager to meet and 
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greet Ms. Steinem. I let her keep the pen and stepped to the side, 
feeling like the girl who lingered too long in the reception line at a 
former boyfriend’s wedding. I realized that my time with Gloria 
was over. 

I stood dazed, searching for hidden meaning in those three 
words that played over in my head.

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were offered in cities around the world, with a required final ten-day 
field study in Malaysia. After talking on the phone with the regional 
director for North America, headquartered in Miami, I enrolled in 
Module One. My first three-day class was set for February 2002 
in Chicago.

Then only days before 
his pit stop in D.C. for a national student orientation, AFS sent an 
alert that the family had backed out of hosting a student. The email 
apologized for the last-minute change and assured us they were 
working nonstop to find another host. Pd been dumbstruck. I was 
supposed to send my fifteen-year-old kid to Spain without knowing 
where hed be living? 
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When I called my AFS liaison, who I was sure was a college 
intern, shed told me this wasn't unusual. Nailing down host families 
sometimes went down to the wire, and other kids headed for Spain 
were in the same situation as Harry. I didn’t know why she'd thought 
knowing other kids were in Harry’s homeless boat would make me 
feel better. Pd hung up the phone believing that AFS Spain was an 
organization of incompetent imbeciles. 

“Oh, yeah, that’s why I called,” Harry said. “I’m going to stay in 
a suburb of Madrid with a lady named Valerie and her son Alvaro 
whos eighteen.” 

God bless the Niña, the Pinta, and Santa Maria! Harry had a 
family. 

“But theyre only a ‘welcome’ family,” he continued, “which 
means I can only stay with them for two weeks while they find me 
a permanent family.” 

Dammit, what?! “Welcome family” sounded like emergency 
family to me. And Harry was supposed to start school soon. So 
now he was going to have to switch families and change schools, 
too? I was pissed. At least I could erase the mental images of Harry 
sleeping under a blanket on the couch at the AFS headquarters in 
Madrid.

‘,.. awkward situation . . . his real integration into Spanish life is 
being unnecessarily delayed . . . although he is a very mature person, 
he is nonetheless only 15...” 

I wanted to hug her. She was looking out for Harry and was 
prepared to defend him to the top of the study program’s messed-up 
hierarchy. She knew the person in charge of all the volunteers, who 
had confirmed that night that AFS Spain was overwhelmed by 
work and relied on volunteer young people who don't fully assume 
their so-called job.

Tapping all of my fingers on the arms of my chair, I debated whom 
to call first.

I imagined phones ringing like the switchboard at 
a 911 dispatcher, all calls from moms whose kids were in Spain. 
Next I searched online for international gift delivery companies 
and arranged for Valerie to receive a goody basket the size of Texas. 

She sent another email five days later. Harry was enrolled in 
school and, according to her, enjoying it. She explained that regard- 
less of where his eventual host family lived, it was easier to transfer 
schools than to register late. Then I learned that the three families 
they had lined up had all fallen through. She hadn't told Harry that 
yet. My spirit and shoulders slumped thinking of Harry expecting 
to hear any moment about which of those families would take him. 
I leaned closer to the screen for her last lines: 

“They have told me that there is now a family in Seville. You see, 
Spain is not an easy country to find host families. I am afraid their 
only mistake is to accept too many students. But I am sure there will be 
a solution soon. Anyway, maybe by Tuesday, AFS Milwaukee should 
check again. ... Don’t worry! Your son is in good hands. Valerie” 
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I drummed my fingers on my collarbone. I was relieved to 
know she was still looking out for Harry, but I was now livid that 
my first suspicions of AFS Spain as a dis-organization were being 
confirmed. She and I were both on the phone with AFS multiple 
times over the next few days only to be assured by so-called admin- 
istrators on two continents that they would soon have a family for 
Harry.

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I got up and began pacing the wood floor in a U-shape around 
my bed. This was crazy. Ken considered himself a fallen Catholic, 
and Harry’s only tie to religion was my influence of casual Judaism. 
I wouldn't send him to any religious school in the United States, so 
why would I agree to a parochial school in Spain of all places? But 
Harry needed a family placement in order to be in school. And he 
needed to be in school for the credits required to graduate from 
Shorewood. I took a long, deep breath. I decided to leave it up to 
Harry.
